Roosevelt  County 

Located  in  northeastern  Montana,  Roosevelt  County  is  Montana's 
1 7th  most  populous  with  1 0,620  residents,  according  to  the  2000 
Census. 

Wolf  Point,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  28th  largest  city  with  a 
population  of  2,663.  Roosevelt  County  is  home  to  the  Fort  Peck  Indian 
Reservation.  According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea 
Merrill  and  Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1 91 9  and 
named  for  U.S.  President  Theodore  Roosevelt. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Roosevelt  County  households  in  1 997  was  $23,953.  The  county  is 
2.369.7  square  miles  in  area;  2,355.7  square  miles  in  land  area  and 
1 4  in  inland  water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to 
the  Western  Regional  Climate  Center,  the  average  minimum  tempera- 
ture in  Wolf  Point  in  January  between  1961  and  1990  was  0.8  degrees 
above  zero.  The  average  maximum  temperature  in  July  was  89. 1  de- 
grees above.  The  annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period  was  1 2.65 
inches.  According  to  the  Glasgow  Weather  Service  the  most  recent 
records  show  in  1 997  the  growing  season  was  between  May  20  and 
Sept.  1 9  (last  and  first  frost).
